Ohio's farmers are believed to hava 
suffered rm actual loss of over $50,- 
000,000, duo to declines in prices for 
agricultural products during the past 
year, C J \Vest, federal crop statis- 
tician here, today estimated that far- 
mers thru tho Buckeye, state, from 
the point of book values, .sustained 
a loss aggregating a loss of $100,000,- 
000 durinij tho pa"t,

months. 


"Tho Ohio fanner is receiving from 
12 to 13 per cent less th'is year than 
last year for his productions with 
tho single exception 
of 
potatoes," 


said Statistician West. 


"The farmers however, will market 


only a half crop of potatoes, and will 
have less wheat and still less oats to 
market this year. 


"While tho farmer has seen hla 


prices decline so that they have been 
more than cut in two, the wages ha 
has 
paitl his help declined only a 


little more than 20 per cent, while 
farm implements are selling practi- 
cally as high as they did a year ago," 
continued West.

Regardless of the desirability good roads, which no one 


questions, we believe it is high time for our people to call a halt 
on their authorities and have a clear defiinition of the term 
"good roads." The fact is well known that there is no state or 
federal aid to those counties requesting it unless the improve- 
ment in question is made either of concrete or brick or some 
other equally expensive material. 


Just why state and federal authorities to whom are en- 


trusted the expenditure of road funds have formed such an un- 
yielding antipathy to gravel roads, for instance, has never to 
our knowledge been satisfactorily explained. Yet people who 
use roads and men in every community in the state who have 
practical knowledge of the construction of gravel roads are al- 
most a unit in contending that good roads in the strictest sense 
of the term can be—and are being—constructed out of the 
gravel with which practically every county in Ohio is blest in 
abundant quantities. 


Take Coshocton-co for example. It is sadly in need of more 


good roads. Yet at State Highway Department prices it would 
take approximately one million dollars to improve 20 miles. We 
submit that this is too much. 
We do not believe (Joshocton-co 


can stand the cost of hard surfaced roads at $50,000 a mile, yet 
statistics are available showing that in many parts of the state 
concrete roads have been put clown all last spring and summer 
at that price. And in the final analysis each community is pay- 
ing for its own roads. There is no use "kidding" ourselves into 
the belief that it doesn't make much difference what a given 
road costs, as the state is paying a substantial percentage of thc 
cost. 


While the state is paying a part of the cost of a highway 


job in our county we are paying our share of the state expense 
in some other county 200 miles away and over which thc ma- 
jority of our people will never drive. In the long run each com- 
munity will pay for every foot of improved roadway it gets, 
which is as it ought to be, and the recognition of which fact im- 
pels many to the belief that road building ought always to be 
a local affair, the work to be done by local people and the funds 
to b,e raised in the community which votes the improvement. 


Be that as it may, the fact remains that no community 


escapes its share of the cost of the most distant improvement. 
For that reason the sentiment is growing stronger thruout the 
state for more local road work, the use of more local materials, 
the elimination of extravagant freight costs for transporting ma- 
terial and a return to those natural materials which abound in 
practically every Ohio county and can be had almost for the 
asking and at minimum transportation costs. 


There is no question that the people are growing impatient 


with the entire state administration on this one score. 
Gov- 


ernor Davis evidently sensed this, for in his telegram to Her- 
bert Hoover he said that men a-plenty could be hired to grade 
old roadways and open ditches. Yet this is not being done, but 
continually_the state highway funds .are being diverted instead 
for high-priced materials and are being lavishly spent in freight 
bills to haul brick and concrete to distant points. We are today 
paying record prices for coal tar, and other materials seem 
complacently ignorant of the fact that war time prices in other 
lines no longer prevail. 


The term "road hog" used to be applied to a certain type of 


drivers who used more than a fair share of the highway." Now 
it is used in an entirely different sense and applies to those men 
who have control of the disbursement of State Highway funds. 
Leon C. Herrick, who used to be in the employ of the Paving 
Brick Association and is now State Highway Commissioner, ad- 
vertised that he would receive bids on road contracts on August 
19 and August 26, last. Here are a few samples of his adver- 
tised contracts: 


In Crawford-co, 2 miles, brick road, estimated at $106,226. 


Jefferson-co, one mile, brick road, estimated 
at 
$61,802. 


Medina-co, one-third of a mile, brick road, estimated at $28,- 
244, which is at the rate of $84,732 per mile. Medina-co, two- 
fifths of a mile, brick road, estimate $39,278, which is $98,195 
per mile. Wayne-co, one and two-fifths miles, brick road, $62,- 
228. 
Knox-co, three and two-fifths miles, brick road, at $154,- 


386. Stark-co, brick road, nine-tenths of a mile, $48,556 which 
is at the rate of $53,951 per mile. 


Several high cost concrete road conrtacis were also adver- 


tised for bids and three macadam roads and one bridge contract. 
Governor Davis and his cabinet could not stand for this double 


dose of road hog disease. Orders were issued to cancel these 
two road lettings. The storm of protest had its effect. 
Every 


political boss in Ohio is buzzing around the honey hive which is 
full of road dollars. Goveror Davis should be as true to his oath 
of office as the governors of several other states have of late 
shown themselves to be. 


"Macadam Service," an aggressive little publication in Co- 


lumbus, which was born in opposition to the shameless waste of 
public funds in road construction, says that the high spots it 
maintained in its first issue three years ago, it still advocates 
jancl are as follows:

ARRANGES TO DEPORT 


UNDESIRABLE ALIENS 


MOSCOW, Sept., 12— A decree just • 


published empowers the extraordin- 
ary commission, with, the consent of 
the commissariats of Justice, Home 
Affairs and Foreign Affairs, to order 
the deportation of undesirable aliens. 
According to ihe various internation- 
al agreements concluded by the Sov- 
iet government wth foreign countries, 
citizens of those countries may re- 
ceive permits for prolonged residence 
in Russia at the discretion of the 
Commissariat of Home Affairs. Illeg- 
al activities -by such, resident aliens 
and all infringements are punishable 
by deportation. 


In a public statement the represen- 


tative of the committee on conces- 
sions of the All-Russian Council of 
ublic Economy, Leserson, states that 
the question of insurance is one of the 
chief obstacles to the conclusion of 
agreements with foreign concession- 
aires. The refusal of foreign insurance 
companies to insure in Russia neces- 
sitates the institution of Rusia insur-
